Still on at 2112 when 
I’m mainly listening to ‘Film At Five’ on WCLV analyzing Star Wars 
music. 2237 still on with music; off before next check 2329 (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx AUSTRALIA. See MALDIVES [non] 


xx CUBA. 6000, Sept 10 at 0702, dead air from RHC, S9+10 direct vs 
HLNL: only frequency still on at the Sunday time when weekly Esperanto 
is supposed to air on 6100. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11850, Sept 13 at 0132, RHC with S9+10 of dead air in 
Spanish, flanked by usual JBA carrier parasitic spurs on 11840 & 
11860. At least not a roar now from Saudi Yemenia on 11860, just a bit 
of residual Cuban pulse jamming for mutual QRM. Dead air or 
just-barely-modulation is *xnormalx for 11850; what incompetence. 
Somethings’ always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx EGYPT. 9439.995, Sept 11 at 2155, R. Cairo, $9+20/30 into UTwente, 
with ME song, plenty modulation but distorted. Something's always 
egregious in Egypt.

English, refers to ``tiny Maldives**, and continues preaching in 
English rather than Dhivehi sometimes. In this case I`l1l not trap them 
Since per Almanaque Mundial, total land area of 1200 islands is only 
298 sq km. And anything next to India seems tiny by comparison. S9/+20 
as usual here on the opposite worldside, making the * Uzbekistan’ ° 
nominal site unbelievable; more likely Taiwan or Kununurra, Australia

The real question is why, from the 
outset of the Maldives service, site has been treated as confidential 
by VOMK, never registered in HFCC; especially since VOMK already uses 
Kununurra openly for other services, such as Korean and Myanmarianese. 
That seems to raise the question whether it’s really, really secret

romanticas and unforgettable classics every afternoon’ ° 


So back to KOCD? Website has no specific program sked, 
https: //salvacionradionetwork.org/ 
but ``something for everyone’* and this revelation!: 


``The History of Our Station / La Historia de Nuestra Estacion 
Radio Salvacion esta en el aire desde el ano 2001, transmitiendo por 
el 1220 AM, y 890 AM. 


KWDW-LP 93.9 comenzó a transmitir en las ondas de LPFM en Agosto del 
2014. Dejo de transmitir en Enero 2023. 


KOCD 101.5FM comenzó a transmitir como Salvacion Radio Network en 
Noviembre 2018. Termino de transmitir en Enero 2023°° 


Sic, sporadically accented. Sez both 101.5 and its primary on 93.9 
went off the air in January 2023. So what were we hearing since then 
but not recently? KOCD 101.5 transmitter might have been on air anyway 
for test or oversight, or even being sold off. 


Hmmm, there is another Okie in Spanish I had not previously 
considered, just north of Tulsa, a lot closer than Liberal KS, but a 
lot weaker. WTFDA FM Database shows the one for whose ID I must be 
alert:

KTLV 1220 Midwest City is now UC:GOS, no mention of Spanish in new 
2023-24 NRC AM Log; KTLR 890 OKC is REL/TLK, no mention of Spanish but 
owned by Tyler Media which also runs KTUZ TV with three or four SS 
networx, and KTUZ 106.7 fulltime Spanish (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 
101.5: more under US A 


xx SPAIN. Hola Glenn. :-) El 7/9/23 a las 4:14, Glenn Hauser via 
groups.io escribió: ‘striking building about authors’ & composers’ 


compensation, abbr`d ASGAY? Inside is an exhibition about Spanish rock 
bands.

Kenneth Vito Zichi habitually reports on these in great detail, 
presumably by recording and research, q.v. (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 17855, Mon Sept 11 at 2200, token English from SNR, VG 
$9+10/20 into Maryland SDR and also the other three are not off; the 
two YLs as usual, previewing feature interview about Javier Marias, 
novelist, columnist and translator who died one year ago today (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 17855, Wednesday September 13 at 2200, token English from 
SNR, this NAm frequency is much weaker than usual but still sufficient 
into Maryland SDR, not sufficient direct. 2205 feature by Justin Coe 
about some musician connected with composer of Looney Tunes music, 
Raymond Scott. Initially S8 with deep fades to S4, but fades 
completely out by 2225. At first the second best was 11670 for Af 
rather than 15520 for ME nor 17715 for SAm. After 17855 was gone, 
11670 became best/and/only by default for French after 2230, but 
barely usable with RTTY warble. G1 level geomagnetic storms are 
ongoing per WWV (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY [and non]. 11785.009, Sept 8 at 2200, VOT English not off 
the air, S9+45/50 into UTwente. I try to compare it to simulEnglish 
from Romania on 11800, only to find that unusually weak and bothered 
by splatter, which I then observe at least plus/minus 15/20 kHz both 
sides of VOT, and sure sounds like the source, not distorted on 11785 
itself but plenty loud. 2213, ``with you every hour`` promo, song. 
2217 ‘Weekly Analysis’, writer unattributed, about foreign minister 
visit to Iraq, as predecessor to planned Erdogan visit; lots of issues 
to be resolved, notably PKK activities in northern Iraq. 2231 ‘Feeling 
Supreme/The Healing Supring’ on benefits of linden tea. As here, std 
disclaimer about any associated advertising:

2242 ‘Did You Know That’ about unique cheese produced in some Turkish 


city, dating back to 5000 BC [sic], so a repeat by the badax; music. 
2253 canned s/off as usual. 2254.5 IS, 2256.5 German ID, but 2257 
chopoff. Something's always erroneous at Emirler (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 11785.009, Sept 9 at 2238 tune-in, S9+40 into UTwente, with 
a recipe involving chicken broth, outro as ‘Turkey's Geomarked [sic] 
Products’ to 2240, then ``with you every hour’* promo; 2241 song, with 
some distortion worse during music; 2245 multi-lingual ID filler reel; 
2247 song; 2251 s/off; 2253 IS; 2256 start German IDs twice a minute; 
2359.6* cut off air just in time to prevent German hour. Something's 
always erroneous at Emirler. Before it went off I checked for splatter 
above and below 11785 like last time, but that seems OK now and 
Romania 11800 unscathed (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 11785.009, Sept 11 at 2157, VOT IS and English IDs, VG 
S9+50 into UTwente, somewhat overmodulated/distorted. Badax delivers 
the news which runs much longer than usual, finishing with football 
scores, until 2222 ‘Review of the Turkish Press’ for two more minutes. 
2224 distorted song. 2227 ‘Did You Know That* about a new kind of 
chickpea. 2230 two-minute multilingual ID filler reel. 2232 song. Next 
feature talk about vaccines, punxuated by pauses for bits of ``La 
Bamba’ * theme of ‘New Day, New Choices’. 2242 ‘‘always by your side’, 
song. 2247 ‘‘every hour every day``. 2248 ‘Feeling Supreme/The Healing 
Supring` on the benefits of grape molasses. Ends just in time for 
s/off at 2253, standard criticism. 2255 ~7 note fragment of IS and 
chopoff, no finesse. Something's always awry at Ankara and/or 
erroneous at Emirler (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx TURKEY. 11785, Sept 12 at 2200, I am trying to hear VOT English 
direct, but JBA carrier. Improves slightly by 2205, S5/S7 but mostly 
unreadable, heavy flutter vertically in strength, horizontally in 
frequency. WWV reported at 2100:

Solar flux 154 and estimated planetary A-index 26.

xx UKRAINE [and non]. WRMI skedgrid still shows a relay of RUI, 


presumably mostly in UU, daily except for a Friday gospel huxter at 
1200-1300 on 5010 southward, which is hardly helpful in most of North 
America. I had not tried to hear RUI`s brief daily newscast in English 
for quite a while, ‘Ukraine; Security Issue’. The bookmark I had no 
longer worx. On UT Sept 10, I found it here by sliding the time to 
approx. 03:00 [local], click on it there and away it goes, this time 
for only 4 minutes:

KLEY however sounds more rockish to me than 
country whenever I check it, and it has been modulating lately. Never 
heard the slogan ``Red Dirt Country’*. BTW an FCC report says the FM 


translator of 1130, which is all that matters, has changed from 100.3 
to 104.1 MHz, unknown why. 100.3 was relatively clear but never heard 
this far away, and 104.1 is impossible with OKC fullpower on it. 


Another check on the caradio inside Enid, Sept 11 circa 2005 UT: 1130 
KLEY ID jointly for KKLE and two FMs, probably their translators. But 
once again, 1550 with weaker but sufficient signal is NOT // 1130!! 
Playing bluegrass while 1130 goes on with classic rock. True, I have 
not heard how 1550 IDs, but it can’t be the Okie, KYAL Sapulpa/Tulsa 
which is a Sports Animal. At 2143 on home rig, 1550 promos as 
bluegrass 24/7; and I think My Town Media, as below. Does have a fast 
SAH, probably de KYAL. 


These stations used to belong to Rocking M Media LLC, as if ona 
branding iron, M atop an arc, as still shown at radio-locator; but FCC 
LMS, which is allegedly kept more up to date than ° ‘unexpected 
error``, AM Query, says licensee is My Town Media Inc., but expired 
01/04/2023! which would seem to imply it should be off the air. Ditto 
for KLEY. But ``Facility Status Date’ is 08/12/2021! That's MM/DD/YYYY 
format per other entries. And I believe the two are conjoined twins, 
axually operated from the same studio, or rather computer bank (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 1550 kHz, Sept 10 at 2359 UT on E/W LW, I`m checking still 
tuned here for a legal ID from KKLE, q.v. No call letters, but 
““greatest hits of all time, Motown(?) 107.5°*. Looking thru all 56 
entries on 1550 in the new NRC AM Log, it’s not the first one, WLOR 
Huntsville AL, 50000/44 watts which does have a puny FM translator on 
``107.5, The Beat’*. But gotta be this, also likelier by proximity: 
KESJ St. Joseph MO, 2500/500, ``Joe Town 107.5°*! Another translator 
tail wagging the AM dog (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx U S A. 101.5, Sept 10 from 1900 UT on an expedition some 10/15 
miles north of Enid, I stick mostly to this frequency trying to 
ID/sort out the fringe Spanish. Mostly unreadable, traces of Mexmx, 
but a couple momentary peaks at 1915 and 1921 say ‘La Mexicana’, ergo 
KSMM Liberal KS and not either Okie.

But of course never heard ID; could have confirmed only by 
driving closer to Okeene, but R. Salvación website claims it and its 
own LP primary on 93.9 in OKC had both gone off the air in January. So 
if true, the DA might have been from the other Okie in Collinsville 
near Tulsa. Or a remote possibility, an abandoned Part 15 RF feeder in 
some parked car or residence in Enid, no input but left turned on. I 


doubt this because of its wide range in town, not just around home 
QTH. 


In July I had a 101.5 log from KSMM and explained the confusion 
between 92.9 & 93.9. At least since then, the ``silent`` notation 
disappeared from 101.5 in the WTFDA DB. Except for a log in June on 
101.5 also referring to 93.9 which I assumed was the OK pair rather 
than KS, I had not had an Okeene 101.5 log since July of 2022, 
including none since January 2023 -- tho as a semi-local would not 
have paid much attention to it (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

It’s low power and I have never managed even a carrier in 
numerous bandscans here nor on 25800 or 5930. Operator said it would 
be 24/7 thru September with 300 W AM on 15700. As recently as Sept 3, 
Carlos Gonçalves, Portugal logged it on 15699.7; on Aug 31, 15699.642 
per Wolfgang Büschel. I did not notice it being so far off-frequency 
but was not alert for that. Maybe something else. Propagation? 
Surprisingly, Vatican q.v. was in well on 15595, with a bit more power
